contracts, agreements, fales, or other conveyances 
that fhall be fo made, fhall be valid to all intents 
and purpofes, any law, ftature, ufage, or any other 
matter or thing whatfoever to the contrary thereof 
notwithftanding ; and that all truftees, tutors, or 
curators, corporations, proprietors, or incumbran-

Justiciary Court. 
_ Yefterday, the Jury in the cafe of Archibald Cul- 
lings, mentioned in our laft, returned their verdié, 
all in dne Yoice finding the pannel guilty ; on which 
the Iiord Advocate moved for the judgment of the 
Court, in confequence of this unanimous verdid. 
Lord Eskgrove, who yelterday, as well as the 
day preceding, had been voted into the chair, in ab- 
fence of Lord Juftice Clerk, after very politely 
thanking the Jury, in name of the Court, for the 
diftin& and accurate verdi& they had returned, and 
fhortly ftating the nature of the cafe before the 
Court, delired their Lordthips opinions upon it. 
Lord Hailes, in a moft affecting and pathetic 
manner, defcribed the enormity, as well.as barbari- 
ty of the offence of which the pannel had been con- 
victed upon the fulleft. and cleareft evidence. His 
Lordfhip obferved, that the crime was highly aggra- 
vated by its having been committed deliberately, 
premeditately, and without the {mallet provocation, 
and that, too, upon the perfon of the wife of his bo- 
fom, whom, by the laws of God, as well as of na- 
ture; it was his duty to have cherifhed and protedt- 
ed. His Lordthip faid, .he was bound to believe 
the unfortunate woman who had unhappily endured 
the brutal outrages of the pannel, to be of a meek 
and peaceable difpofition, becaufe nothing had come 
out in proof to incline him to entertain different fen- . 
timents on the fubje&. On the contrary, he was 
confirmed in that opinion from the teftimony of the 
witneffee who had been examined in. the courfe of 
the trial. They had {worn, :that the unhappy wo- 
man, when weltering in her blood, and every mo- 
ment expecting to breathe her laft, inftead of ex- 
prefling any refentment at the favage hand who had 
inflicted thefe deadly wounds upon her, moft fer- 
vently addreifed Almighty God, praying that he 
might be gracioufly pleafed to forgive her murderer. 
Such a fcene of cruelty and wickednefs as this 
trial exhibited, his Lordthip obferved, was almoft 
without example, and he hoped would never again 
occur. That the pannel committed thefe aéts of 
violence felonioufly, and with an intention to kill, 
could fcarce be doubted by any one who heard the 
evidence. That murder did not follow was entire- 
ly to be attributed to the good providence of God, 
which preferved the woman’s life, and not to any 
forbearance or remorfe of the pannel. He had done 
every thing in his power to effectaate his diabolical 
purpofe. He was happily difappointed. The wo- 
man was {till alive ; and, although his crime was not 
in the fmalleft degree alleviated on that account ; 
yet, as the Lord Advocate’s humanity had iudu- 
ced him to reftrié the libel to an arbitrary punith- 
ment, and as the Jury had returned a verdict find- 
ing the pannel guilty, it now became their Lord- 
fhips duty, and a very difagreeable part of it it was, 
to apply the law. Punifhments, his Lordship ob- 
ferved, were infliéted, as much with the view of de- 
terring others from the commiflion of crimes, as for 
punifhing the delinquents. In this cafe, therefore, 
in order to make the crime as public as poflible, and 
at the fame time to let the culprit feel fome bodily 
pain ; though very far fhort, indeed, of what he had 
the inhumanity to infli€@ upon his own wife, he fhould 
propofe, that he be pablicly. whipped through the: 


warning to all hufbands, ‘as well as parents, that 
however fecretly they may prefume to perpetrate of- 
fences againft thofe under their authority, they are 
not without the reach of the arm of juftice, nor can 
they efcape the punifhment due to their crimes. 
His Lordthip next propofed, that the pannel fhould 
be banithed to the plantations for fourteen years, a- 
greeable to the ftatute of the 25th of his prefent 
Majelty; and, as he had difcovered fo vindiétive a 
fpirit towards the unhappy woman who unfortunate- 
ly had put herfelf under his fubjection, that he, in 
turn, fhould be placed under the government of ano- 
ther, His Lordthip, for that purpofe, propofed, 
that the firft feven years of his fervice fhould be ad- 
judged to the perfon who tranfports him. 

Lord Henderland {poke with equal feeling and 
energy on the fubject, and agreed entirely with ‘Lord 
Hailes as to the mode of puuifiment to be inflicted 
on the pannel. wees 

Lord Efegrove alfo delivered his opinion with 
great clearnefs and perfpicuity ; in every thing cdinci- 
ding with the fentiments expreffed by the other two 
Todges.

But. off Beerhaven 
they difcovered a bank, which, for plenty and varie- 
ty of fith, and contiguity to a molt excellent har- 
bour, is not equalled by any as yet difcovered on 
any coaft in this kingdom. Their cargoes were as 
large as moft taken any where; but had they arri- 
ved a month fooner on that ground, they might have 
doubly loaded their veffels. They found the people 
of the coalt in perfeét ignorance of the ineftimable 
treafure at their door, Thus it appears, that every 

art of our coalt is furrounded, with grounds teem-
